2. Following the debriefing, Mr. Cahn spent a few 
minutes with the DCI to discuss his conclusions. Mr. 
Cahn asked whether there was anything which he or 
Chairman Wiley could do to assist CIA in such matters 
as the Bridges controversy and the DCI briefly set 
forth his philosophy in these matters. Mr. Cahn sub- 
sequently told me that he did not know what lay behind 
Senator Bridges' remarks, but that they must have been 
inspired and pushed from an outside source as Senator 
Bridges had so much on his mind, particularly with a 
re-election campaign coming up that he would not nor- 
mally have moved into a matter such as CIA which 
could not bring him votes or be helpful in his campaign. 
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
